I have received another letter from the USPTO. I have some questions concerning this letter and the 

feture of my patent application. 

1. My first question concerns the letter I received which states that my application number is now 
10/308,216. It says is a CON of 09/931,628. Can you please explain what this is and why my 
application number has suddenly been changed? 

2. Also in this letter h states that I have been granted A LICENSE FOR FOREIGN FILING 
UNDER Title37, Code of Federal Regulations, 5.11 & 5.15. Can you please explain what this 
means? 

(a) Is my application accepted or not? 

(b) Is Foreign Licensing different from actually having a patent application accepted? 

(c) Can you give me some insight into these matters? 

3. Under Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application it states that I owe an 
additional $375.00 to complete the basic filing fee for small entity. I spoke with Erica on 11-25- 
02 & 1*7-03. She had sent a letter saying the $370.00 filing fee had not been received. I told her 
I had sent it on 10-22-02. She looked into the matter and told me she had found my check and 
recorded it She then told me I would not have to send more money. Erica had also asked me to 
revise my application and send it to her. After I did so she told me it was fine. Now I am being 
asked to revise my application once again. Can you tell me why when Erica told it was fine as it 
is.? 

(a) Do I owe an additional late filing fee of $375.00? Why was I not told of this before? 

(b) The letter also states I owe a late filing fee of $65.00. If I was not told of the $375.00 
additional filing fee how can I owe a late fee? 

(c) The letter states that I owe an additional claim fee of $504.00 for 12 independent claims. 
Can you explain what these 12 claims are and why I was not told of this fee earlier? 

4. You are now asking me for additional fees totaling $944.00. you have als& instructed me to do 
many revisions on my application. I am sending you my application with all the revisions you 
have asked for. However, I am not sending the $944.00 fees. I don't have the money right now. 
My savings have been depleted paying all the fees you have asked of me so far. What I would 
like is for you to check my application to see if it is correct once and for all. If it is and the 
$944.00 fees are the final fees then I will try to raise the money before the deadline. But if my 
application is not correct and you think it will need more revisions and require more fees in the 
future please tell me and I will abandon the application now.
